half dram of tincture of benzoin. 


Melt the flrst five ingredients togeth- 


er, heat until the mass concretes, add- 
ing the benzoin, drop by drop, during 
this process. 


Extract of violet or any perfume may 


be added, if agreeable. 


To Whiten the Skin 


BOTHER — A teaspoonfui of 
the 


tincture of benzoin to an ounce of 
rosewater forms a well-known lotion 
which 3s excellent lor whitening the 
skin. 
- 


Black tea as a basis for hair tontc is 


successful in many cases. The formula 
is: Two ounces of bay rum,-two ounces 
of glycerine, two ounces of alcohol, ten- 
ounces of infusion of black tea. Mix 
and perfume1 to suit. The tea in- 


fusion should be made very strong, 
say an ounce oL tea to ten or twelve 
ounces of boiling: wuioi. Lei it sleep 
for twenty minutes, then stand till 
cool; strain and add the other in- 
gieiHenls.

SAN FRANCISCO. February 22. — The town has once 


more been thrown wide open to the gamblers. Never in the 
recent history of San Francisco hare the sure-thing men been 
given suth fuU s\ffing. Games that even the complaisant Dinan, 
when Chief of Police, would not allow to run are now beino; 
played in the open and without any apparent restriction. One 
of these is the cloth game which is such a cinch that there is not 
a possibility of the player winning. Formerly it was the praf- 
tice to charge the men caught running this game with larceny, 
so trpnspaif-nt was the robbery of their victims. 


Now down in "New Alsatia'' the cloth game is being run 


without limitation or hindrance. The dart game, another rob- 
bing scheme of the gamblers, is also allowed under the present 
administration. Occasionally a "sucker" who has been robbed 
of his all threatens to notify the police, but he is usually pla- 
cated by a present of a filled watch or a box of bad cigars. All 
the gambling resorts- on Fillmore street and vicinity, called 
'•clubs.'" r.iv again running on full time and without inter- 
i'ererce. 


Tn Chinatown the gambling among the Mongolians is some- 


what restricted but fan tan and lottery are being played in 
several places in the neighborhood of Fillmore street. Another 
usually prohibited game, the wheel of fortune, is now allowed 
to be run iu New Alsatia without interference from the police.

There were several 
of these secret and extraordinary meetings on the government 
reservation. 
Spreckels and Gallagher were driven upon the 


Presidio in their automobiles. They would retire without the 
hearing of their chauffeurs and hold their whispered confer- 
ences. It is said in one section of graft circles that "Big" Jim 
has made a full statement of what occurred at these secret and 
mysterious conferences." On the other hand it is related that 
his mouth is sealed on the subject, he being conversant with a 
decision ol the United States Supreme Court to the effect that 
the fact that a criminal act was committed on a government 
reservation does not exempt the guilty person from prosecu- 
tion under the laws of the State in which the offense was com- 
mitted. 


The Carious promoters of the so-called graft prosecution 


have been credited with having political axes to grind in the 
cause of civic purity. Kudolph Spreckels is said to aspire to 
either the United States Senatorship or a Cabinet portfolio.

Then, too, the Police 
Commission displayed a disposition to oppose any scheme that 
had Gumshoe back of it. Burns and his coterie of Tenderloin 
workers soon found themselves reduced to one Police Com- 
missioner— Sweigert being the only member of that Board that 
remained on their staff and he was quickly reduced from the 
office of President o f the Commission and Cutler elected in his 
stead. Chief of Police Biggy and Burns had a falling out and 
now Gumshoe charges his former factotum with ingratitude. 


Failing to secure control of the police force and the local 


half world, Gumshoe Burns is now said to have directed his 
ambitions to the position of political manager for the Western 
Pacific Railway Company. He is credited with having a man 
or two on the local Republican County i Committee, one of these 
being Tom McGee, the one time horseshoer and now ' saloon- 
keeper. Gumshoe is accused of aspiring to hold the same rela- 
tive position with the Western Pacific that William F. Herrin 
does with the Southern Pa.cific,

political ambitions as well as the lay intellects that furnish the 
funds, do the detective work and contribute the bawling at the 
alleged bars of "justice. Superior Judge Dunne aspires to a 
seat on the Supreme bench as a reward for his midnight con- 
ferences with Detective Burns, the Rabbis and others who 
played parts in the matter of Ruef 's immunity contract. Judge 
Lawlor for his contribution to the dark lantern raid), on justice 
thinks he should be rewarded by a life appointment to the 
Federal Vnch. He has been and is laying political pipe to 
secure the first appointment that goes to a Democrat. Judge"

articles of food that by men in the ordinary walks of life would 
be regarded as luxuries. These he distributes among his fellow 
prisoners paying especial attention to the sick and distressed. 
To while anray the hours of the evening before the lights arc 
put out and all ordered to their bunks the one time boss has 
introduced a large phonograph which furnishes music for the 
inmates. The effect of this music upon the inmates is remark- 
able. The most vicious, quarreling and snarling prisoners come 
under its spell and the prison is changed from a bedlam to a 
peaceful and quiet place, the prisoners gradually retiring for 
their night's rest as if in some summer resort where they found 
solace for their Avorries and troubles in the sweet strains of a 
band of skilled musicians discoursing the choicest airs for their 
especial benefit. 


Last week I referred to Hiram Johnson, assistant to Special 


Prosecutor Heuey. having, been bilked out of his fee for the, 
part he played in the conduct of the cases against Schmitz and 
Ruef.

Poet 
Sterling 
has 
defined 


poetry as "a collocation of word-, 
that excite the emotions." The 
emotions thus excited, however, 
must be esthetic. Within tlic 
scope of this definition there is. 
therefore, much in the Iliad that 
is not poetry. There is nothing 
esthetic 
in 
the 
tent-sulking 


Achilles, nor in the lightning-de- 
fying Ajax, nor in the melee over 
the dead body of Patroclus, nor 
in the Ilium-circling career of 
Hector's corpse at the tail of a 
Greek chariot. None of these 
episodes in the greatest poem 
ever written excite esthetic emo- 
tion. 
In all the humility of an 


inferior appreciation of what Poet 
Sterling calls poetry, I must ven- 
ture to suggest that there may 
be poetry of a very high order 
that cannot in strict and definite 
terms be classified by the Sterling- 
prescript, and I offer the primi- 
tive, barbaric and national 
or 


popular epic as proof of my as- 
sumption. Poetry, as defined by 
Poet Sterling, rouses our sense of 
the beautiful and the sublime. 
The epic, although classed as the 
highest poetry, appeals directly to 
our primal instincts, which were 
rude, crude and brutish. The epic 
reeks with battle, murder and 
sudden death.—Town Talk.

send a delegation of one hundred "to 
"Washington to appear before tho Inter- 
state commerce commission of the Sen- 
ate on March 6, and before the Judiciary 
committee the day following. In refer- 
ence to tho Sherman anti-trust act, was 
reached yesterday at a meeting of the 
National : executive 
committee of

Civic" Federation. The committee, it la 
etated, will urge Congress to "enact legis- 
lation providing for a non-partisan trust 
commission to make an inquiry into the 
advisability of Inaugurating a system , of 
federal license or Incorporation as a con- 
dition upon entrance of certain classes 
of corporations into interstate commerce. 
It is proposed to have labor, capital and 
the general public equitably represented 
on the commission.

ham, "which would exclude from this 
country, or once here should ' bring 
about their deportation. Out of .these i 
fifty ..only., six, have beeitde-pprted, not- -I 
•withstanding: .the fact tHat'the police 
have been ready to furnish the im- 
migration department at all times with 
information to keep out and send out 
of the country these habitual criminals. 
Habitual Criminal. 


"About a week ago we learned there 


•was in New York an Italian who had 
been an habitual criminal in Europe. 
We had his -record and he was the 
most undesirable sort of a citizen. He 
had killed a negro in a highway rob- 
bery, had served several terms in pris- 
on, one of six years for robbery, and 
in every way had demonstrated his 
habitual viciousness. 
"The police made a search ,for this 
-man an4 learn.e<fii"Wher^wtte~-WB;s llv- 
ing. 
Gnr- December S, 1JI97, we; heard 
'there w'Ss a warrant dut for his ar- 
rest at the instance of the United 
States Department of Commerce and 
Labor. He was arrested, admitted his 
identity to the police and further ad- 
mitted that he had served at least one 
term in an European prison. He was 
sent to Ellis Island and turned over 
to the proper officers there. We be- 
lieved him to have been deported until 
recently when we found that he was 
still In Naw York. 
Claims Lax Methods. 


"Lawrence 
O. Murray, 
assistant 
commissioner of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, has Informed us 
that the Italian denied his identity. 
This man, capable of any crime, was 
released wlthout'the 'police being even 
notlflea and-without us getting an OPT 
portunlty to nrove that he was & flt 
subject for deportation. This instance 
is only one of many^.that might be 
cited." 
Immigration Commissioner Watch- 
horn was in Washington last night and 
none of his subordinates would discuss 
the charges made by Commissioner 
Bingham.

"Their offense," the chaplain said, "lay

350 Members Meet in Chicago 


to Change "League" to 


"Party." 


CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—In conference 
at the Auditorium Hotel today' 360 
members of the Independence League, 
representing thirty-five states, author- 
ized their provisions 1 national 
com- 
mittee to issue a' call for a National 
convention of the league, when It will 
be formally launched as a. National 
party to take up the duties of honest 
and progressive Americanism, where 
the old parties left off some years 


This action marked the point at 
which the organization formed In New 
York by a small body of men at the 
time when William Randolph Hearst 
was a candidate for mayor, ceased to 
be of merely local importance and be- 
came a recognized factor In the af- 
fairs of the nation. 
At the 
conclusion of his 
speech, 
Clarence J. Shearn of New York 
presented 
the 
following resolution, 


which was unanimously adopted: 
To Can -Convention. 


'Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this conference that a National con- 
vention be called, and that the Na- 
tional committee Is hereby instructed 
to call such a convention and flx the 
date and the place for holding such a 
convention." 
As yet the provisional committee has 
not decided when and where the con- 
vention shall be held, but it will be 
after the Republicans and Democrats 
have made their nominations. Definite 
Information on this point will be given 
out next Sunday. 
As chairman of the league's pro- 
visional national committee, appointed 
at a conference In New York last Sep- 
tember, Hearst called the meeting of 
today to discuss future policies and 
plans. 
The conference 
adopted a resolu- 
tion in favor of abandoning the name 
of "league" and substituting tor it the 
broader term of "party"—either 
the 
National party or the Independence 
party. 
Hearst Speaks. 


The action was take nafter Chair- 
man Hearst had delivered a speech 
in which he outlined his Ideas of what 
the Independence 
League 
and 
the 
National party now evolving out of it 
should stand for. He reminded 
the 
delegates that on February 22, forty- 
seven years ago, Lincoln had 
said 
"I have never had a feeling politically 
that did not spring from the Declara- 
tion of Independence." And he as- 
serted that the league i Blocking back 
as Lincoln did, to that great docu- 
ment as the inspiration, and founda- 
tion of all its principles and political 
doctTines. 
Charles A. Walsh, former secretary 


of the Democratic National Committee 
and at present secretary of the Inde- 
pendence League's 
provisional Na- 
tional Committee, was called to the 
chair by Hearst after he had made his 
opening speech. 
Next to the intrinsic strength of Its 
creed, the most important feature of 
the conference was the presence and 
aqtive Jnterest of the old line "stal- 
warts" like Walsh and John Temple 
Graves. 
Many New Members. 


Frank S. Monnett, former Attorney 


General of Ohio, was to have 
been 
among the speakers, but the date of 
the conference conflicted with 
some 


important business engagements and 
he was obliged to content himself with 
sending a letter in which he declared 
his allegiance to the league and its 
principles. Another recruit is George 
A. Cole, chairman of the last Demo- 
declared for independence in a letter 
in which he said: 


"The Independence League will be 
welcomed with open arms and with an 
aggressive campaign and much hard 
work should control the coming Leg- 
islature and Pfove Its worth to the 
people and the State—but you must 
bear In mind that this will require 
much hard work. Impress these facts 
upon the league conference and if pro- 
visions are made for a proper educa- 
tional campaign I believe this State 
can be carried this fall by the league 


Alexander I. Brown, a Wai! street 
lawyer and th& last speaker of the day, 
expressed the new doctrine of political 
Independence and political conscience 
in this manner' 
Simple American. 


"In my youth I was taught to de- 
spise a turncoat. Today I despise any 
man who votes the ticket of any one 
party for more than a few years. I 
have no quarrel with parties, but in 
our times a man must change his po- 
litical coat occasionally If he wishes 
to keep right 


"If I had lived in the Revolutionary 
days I should have bean a 
simple 


American, If I had been alive when 
George Washington was a candidate 
before the peo_ple I should have voted 
for him. Whe'n his party degenerated 
into the party of aristocracy and mon- 
archy I should have changed my coat 
again and become a Democrat. 
With 
that party I should have remained un- 
til It fell into a slave-holding aristo- 
cracy and then I should have espoused 
the cause of the man'of the common 
people—Abraham Lfncoln. 


"Now, I realize that the Republican 
party has- outlived its usefulness and 
that the party of the hour is the new 
party being formed upon the prin- 
ciples laid down here today by Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst." 
In Massachusetts.

Powers of Boston, chairman of the 
executive committee in the Bay State. 
Judge John Palmier! of New York 
told of the crusade against election 
frauds in that city,, instituted by the 
leagus and now being carried on. 


The conference was not made up 
entirely 
of 
converted 
party men. 
There was Dr. Howard S. Taylor, who 
described himself as an "old bush- 
whacker in forming new parties," and 
F. M. Shlppy, an Iowa farmer, who 
organized the Farmers' Alliance m 
Indiana and Ohio, and who spoke for 
the agricultural interests of the West. 
Labor interests were represented by 
J. I Sheppard, airand secretary of 
the National Union of Trackmen, and 
Joseph R Buchanan of New York. 
Mr. Shearn and Mr. Brown represent- 
ed the bar; Lindon W. Comstock, a 
relative 
of 
Anthony Comstock and 
president of the Indiana League, the 
medical profession; 
the Rev. Sam 
Small, the famous evangelist, the pul- 
pit.

Our Naval Policy. 


We Had supposed that the opposition to the stationing of a fleet ' 


of warships on the Pacific Coast to maintain our prestige en the 
Pacific ocean and to patrol our long coast line had died out wh;n the 
battleship fleet emerged safely from Magellan straits into Pacific 
waters. But it seems to be still alive. Eastern envy of the growth 
and prosperity and prospective commercial importance of ti e Pa- 


cific States, particularly of California, is still alive and no v and 
again raises its head in protest against the retention of the feet or 
any part of it in ther-e waters permanently. 
It is promp', ed by 


narrow-minded prejudice and an erroneous conception of the great- 
ness and growing wants of the country. The bugaboo of an alleged 
menace to Japan in the transfer of the fk'el to this coast hai been 
dissipated, because it assumed the ridiculous suggestion that Uncle 
Sam is carrying a chip on his shoulder and uniting troubk with 
his neighbors. 
To the contrary, every naval po\\er represented in 


the waters of the Pacific ocean has gi\en the fleet a hearty we come, 
sensibly recognizing the premier right of the I'nited State- awing 
to its superior length of coast line and the vast interests it po:-sesses 
on both shores of the ocean, to maintain a strong force of \\i -ships 
here. Instead of its presence being construed a< a hostile demon- 
stration against any foreign power, the entry of the big fleet ii to the 
Pacific has been hailed as an additional security for future peace by 
our sister republics in South America and every other nation ' aving 
interests on the shores of the ocean which every sign shows will bft 
very soon the chief theater of commercial development. 


But the persistent efforts of Eastern pessimists, prompted solely 


by the spirit of selfishness, to oppose the retention of a fleet < n this 
coast, are manifested by the reports which they are constant y cir- 
culating that the stay of the battleships here is to be of short dura- 
tion ; that it is merely a cruise around the world which will terminate 
with the return of the vessels to the Atlantic seaboard via the Suez 
canal and the Mediterranean. The administration has clisi reetly 
maintained silence on the subject of the final disposition of thr fleet. 
It will be soon enough for it to reveal that part of the program after 
Admiral Evans' command gets here. Meantime the nation is parsing 
through a course of education and is learning the lesson that the 
presence of a powerful American fleet in the Pacific is an incentive 
to the development of American commerce, and. as Senator Perkins 
put ij: when explaining the resolution which he introduced n the 
Senate Friday supporting the policy of maintaining the navy in its 
present relative position in comparison with the navies of othei great 
powers, "the policy which sent the battleship fleet to the Pa-ific is 
wise and necessary to retain on that ocean the prestige that will give 
a fair and open field to our sea trade." This policy contemplates, of 
course, that the relative comparathe position of our own navy to 
the navies of other powers must be maintained in the Pacific ; s well 
as in the Atlantic, and it is unquestionably proper it should be

There is something cruelly pathetic in the conviction of Ccnera! 


Stoessel, the man who so stubbornly defended Port Arthur I', rough/" 
the long siege to which it was subjected by the Japanese anm coin-^ 
manded by General Nogi, and his sentence to suffer death f ir the 
surrender and alleged cowardice and other offenses which his izaknis 
enemies piled up against him. That he has been made a scapegoat for 
the shortcomings and sins of the bureaucracy goes without saying. 
Stoes=;el and his garrison were called iipon to hold a fortress which 
had been pronounced by his superiors as impregnable when t was 
in fact in a state of unpreparedness to stand a siege or resist the 
assault of a foe as well equipped as the Japanese were at the open- 
ing of the war. Notwithstanding all the effort that has beer, made 
to conceal the fact, enough has leaked out concerning Port .vrthur 
during the siege to show that the Japanese could have taken it and 
would have done so by storm long before the surrender if No.ri had 
only been thoroughly posted on the condition of the garrison. 


Stoessel put up a defense which has passed into history ;.s ono 


of the most notable on record, buoyed up with the expectancy of ex- 
ternal aid which never came. The men really responsible for the 
fall of Port Arthur have escaped, namely., Kuropalkin. as niini'tcr of 
war. and Alexieff, as viceroy of Manchuria. If Stoessel is deserving 
of the penalty of death for surrendering the fortress at a tine when 
it had become untenable and over half the garrison was iicrs dn 
combat in the hospitals and improvised hospital camps, wiun the 
voice of humanity cried aloud against useless slaughter and th J con> 
version of the citadel into a veritable shambles, Kuropatkip and 
Alexieff ought to be hanged and quartered for precipitating the 
war when both knew that, through their own misrepresentations to 
the czar, neglect of duty and grafting propensities as confederates of 
the grand ducal cabal, neither the army nor the navy m r the 
fortresses in the Far East were prepared for war with an (ncmy 
whose power, resources and endurance they had criminally under- 
rated. 
Kuropatkin's bombastic threat when leaving St. 1 etcrs- 


burg to take command of the army at the front to drive the Ja anese 
out of Manchuria and Korea into the sea and dictate terms of peace 
at Tokio was followed by a series of unbroken defeats of the most 
overwhelming character, the disgrace of which \\as only pa -dally 
redeemed by the masterful retreat from Moukden. 
Alexieff Hslin- 


guished himself by cowardly flight from Port Arthur to Harbin hun- 
dreds of miles from the scene "f action, to save his ignoble 'ife. when 
he discoverer! that the investment of the fortress and its doom were 
assured. Both of these worthies \\erc recalled, it is true, but the ir of- 
fenses were condoned, and the coward Alexieff was re warder1'>\- h the 
governorship of the Caucasus. Under Russian military ethic-, if is 
only the heroes of the war who have been punished. RojcsU enski 
was tried by naval courtmartial for losing a worthless fleet whic i was 
in no fit condition to go into battle, and. like Stoessel. was ctmk mncd 
to death, although he made a heroic but hopeless right aga nst a 
superior foe. His pardon followed, as a matter of course, fur tl>e 
whole civilized world would ha\e raised its voice in execration at 
such an outrage. 
Doubtless Stoessel will be pardoned also, b'lt the 


imperial clemerjcy cannot remove the sting of the injustice whkh has 
been done to him by the military court.

The' earliest authentic history of plague 


records the existence of this dread dt- 
seaa» In Egypt and Smyrna about 200 B. 


Seven centuries1 later or to be ex*ct In 


542 A. E>. we flnd an epidemic at Jus- 


j tlnia which spread all over Europe. This 
' epidemic was one of the worst the world 
ever knew, lasting1 80 years and turning1 
the country over which it traveled inio 


I a veritable desert. Vast 
numbers of 


' towns were literally devastated. 


Great London Plague. 


Having spent its ffury in Europe, it 


traveled on and on into Asia whereit was 
lost to civilization for upwards of eleven 
centuries. In 1665 it appeared in London, 
driving terror to the soul of all who sur- 
vived Its ravages. * 


Commencing with a few cases that were 


unrecognized by the medical profession, 
it spead with indifferent mortality for a 
number of years until, in 1665, the Great 
Plague broke forth, which 
carried off 


70,000 souls, or, in other words, about 20 
per cent of the entire population. 


For the next 200 years the plague again 


took its pestilential course to the remote 
parts of the earth, -where It nursud its 
virulence for a new attack. 


In 1904 the monster appeared In Can- 


ton, China, where in one year 60,000 per- 
sons died of plague. It was at thJs time 
that the groat 
Japanese 
physician, 


Kitacato made the discovery of the cac- 
co-bacillus, or plague germ, and since thta 
time only, baa the disease been under- 
stood.
